AMERICAN E IM FACES SERIOUS CHARGE IN SPAIN 


Salam anca, Spain, Ju ly 20 (ZP) 
—Self-cast as a “m an w ithou t 
a cou ntry ,” Harold Dahl, 28 , of 
Cham paign, 
HI., 
and 
Madrid, 
Spain, sat in a w hite-w ashed in­ 
su rgent 
jail 
today , 
ru nning 
nerv ou s 
fingers 
throu gh 
his 
thinning blonde h air and pon­ 
dering the fortu nes of aerial 
w arfare th a t landed him there. 
Specifically he was concerned 
by these problems of the fu tu re: 
Wou ld he ev er see his wife 
again? He was m arried only six 
m onths ago. 
Wou ld he ev er see Cham paign 
again? 
He was conv inced th a t 
u nder the United S tates nau - 
trality law he had lost his citi­ 
zenship. 
Wou ld he be tak en before an 
insu rgent 
firing 
sq u ad 
some 
su nny m orning and shot as a 
m ercenary enem y of th e Spanish 
insu rgents? 
There is a faint 
chance he will be. 
Or, wou ld he be traded w ith 


the Spanish gov ernm ent forces 
for an insu rgent prisoner? He 
said he was su re he wou ld be 
shot if he goes back to M adrid. 
Mrs. Dahl, meanwhile, is liv ­ 
ing a t Cannes, France, where 
she is su pposed to be getting the 
$1,500 week ly salary which Dahl 
said the Spanish gov ernm ent 
promised for his serv ices in its 
air force. 
This w riter v isited th e dis­ 
cou raged Dahl in his cell — the 
first American he had talk ed 
w ith in some tim e. 
He con­ 
v ersed freely on his serv ice with 
the M adrid forces—a brief rec- 


ly when the only interest was 
money . 
“I am not a com m u nist and 
nev er was bu t I had no job and 
I heard I cou ld get plenty of 
money for fly ing in Spain. I 
thou ght I was coming here as 
instru ctor.” 
Dahl cam e to Spain wjth two 
other Americans also hired on 
a m onth-to-m onth basis and a r­ 
riv ed a t M adrid Ju ne 24. He said 
he had signed u p in Mex ico. 
The av iator ex plained th a t he 
had learned fly ing to the U. S. 
arm y a t a Tex as field abou t 
19 31 and became a reserv e pilot. 
ord abru ptly term inated in a i He added he was a 'gradu ate of 
gu st of m achine gu n fire th a t 
ripped the fabric off the wings 
of the pu rsu it ship he was fly ­ 
ing ov er th e M adrid front. 
B u t he told the story lik e 
this: 
“It was a v ery silly mov e to 
come here 
for any thing lik e

“They took me to N av alcar- 
nero, then here.”

Dahl called th e aerial w arfare 
“the bitterest fighting im agin­ 
able” and said the gov ernm ent’s

m ade u p of Ru ssian airm en. 


W ashington, 
Ju ly 
President 
Roosev elt 
today the first six m onths of his 
second term , du ring which Dem­ 
ocratic rank s hav e div ided ov er 
his cou rt reorganization propos­ 
al in contrast to their solidarity 
in 19 33. 
On Janu ary 20 the chief ex ecu ­ 
tiv e was inau gu rated 
for th e 
second time. Democrats held the 
biggest m ajorities in both hou ses 
th a t any party had enjoy ed since 
the Civ il JWar. Mr. Roosev elt him ­ 
self had been re-elected by the 
greatest popu lar v ote plu rality in 
history . 
“In ev ery land there are alway s 
a t work forces th a t driv e m en 
apart and forces th a t drew m en 
together,” he told a rain-soak ed 
throng after tak ing the oath. 
Two wek s later he proposed 
the cou rt reorganization bill. It 
became a nationw ide issu e, bring­ 
ing predictions of a new politcal 
algnm ent in 19 38 or 19 40 . 
D u ring the first half y ear of 
the president’s original term , on 
th e other hand, congress in a 
100-day special session enacted 
the broad ou tlines of th e New 
Deal.

PROGRESS IN SPITE OF OBSTACLES 
Reports showing that the second quarter of 
19 37 closed with the general level of business at 
a new high for post-depression days become all 
the more significant ar^d heartening when con­ 
sidered in connection with the obstacles which 
industry was required to meet and overcome 
during this period. 
Labor troubles were both acute and extensive. 
Had it not been for the interference of steel 
strikes with production, the first six months of 
19 37 would have established an all-time high. 
Notwithstanding the disadvantage under which 
it labored, however, the steel industry maintained 
a first-half operating rate of 85.2 per cent of ca­ 
pacity, as compared with 62.5 per cent a year ago. 
Remarkable improvement is reflected also in 
car-loadings, which were up 15 per cent; build­ 
ing contract awards, which gained 20 per cent; 
cotton forwardings to domestic mills, which 
showed a gain of 36 per cent; 
automobile pro­ 
duction, up 13 per cent; electric power, which 
increased 13 per cent, and commercial loans by 
banks, which rose 18 per cent. 
These records, together with others showing 
steady employment gains, indicate that the coun­ 
try is forging ahead. When labor calms down, 
progress will be stimulated.

Washington — The state de­ 
partment was neither disturbed 
nor alarmed at the faltering' of 
the Oriental dove of peace. It 
was downright jittery. 
A Japanese-Chinese war is just 
about the last thing this coun­ 
try wants. In the first place, as 
one critic said, it is a bad time 
for a war to start. 
A Japanese-Chinese war might 
spread quickly to Russia, then 
involve Germany on the other 
side of Eurasia. No one needs to 
guess what would happen after 
that. 
Another thing, the American 
neutrality act would go into ef­ 
fect. Under it, the state depart­ 
ment is like a man with his neck 
under the guillotine. It can’t ne­ 
gotiate. It can’t bide its time. It 
can’t do anything except to call 
American ships off the sea and 
crawl into its hole. 
And by the very act of with­ 
drawing it would contribute to 
the success of one side. 


a sunny prospect for the state 
department. 
Moreover, Secretary Hull sin­ 
cerely wants the world to be at 
peace. With him it is not mere 
policy. It is religion. 
The state department insists it 
was quite by accident that repre­ 
sentatives of China and Japan 
showed up at the state depart­ 
ment, an hour apart, to run 
smack into the solemn caution 
that it would be “a great blow to 
the cause of peace and world 
progress” for them to go to war.

In the instance of a Japanese- 
Chinese war, the neutrality act 
would serve the Japanese mighti­ 
ly. For they could come to Amer­ 
ica and pick up certain much 
needed supplies under the “cash- 
and-carry” section of the bill, 
while the Chinese, without a first 
class fighting ship on the whole 
water-front, couldn’t come for 
a pennyweight. 
Looking at it from a cold com­ 
mercial standpoint, a war in the 
East would interfere with the 
buying power of one of America’s 
best customers—Japan. The neu­ 
trality j act would prohibit that 
nation buying arms and muni­ 
tions. So that business would be 
out. But at present Japan buys 
more than $100,000,000 of raw 
cotton from this country an­ 
nually. Under the neutrality act 
the President is directed to im­ 
pose an embargo on other com­ 
modities besides munitions, if to 
<to so would promote the cause of 
peace. So the secretary of war 
and the President would be 
under pressure from “strict neu­ 
trality” adherents to cut off Jap­ 
an’s supply of cotton and steel. 
And there would be tremendous 
pressure against such 
action 
from cotton growing states and 
the 
steel industry, 
including 
labor.
